Predict* Violent Attack 
He warned again th a t

OVERLORDS 
Conquest 
and 
administration of other 
nations is a matter not only of arms and 
military s t r a te g y , but of human nature. And 
there, it seems, the Nazi or Prussian type of 
conquest seems to fail. Germany was never 
very successful in colonial administration, 
compared with some other important coloniz­ 
ing powers. 
The British have been the most successful 
of all modern races in this field. We need 
to make exceptions, to be sure, of the British 
blundering which alienated the American 
colonies, and the errors in South Africa, and 
the excessive severity applied at times in 
India, esjiecially in the early years of con­ 
quest. But speaking in general, the British 
have done very well in governing and d e v il­ 
ing colonies for two reasons. 
First, they have understood the psychology 
of subject peoples. Second, they have con­ 
tributed greatly, especially in the last cen­ 
tury, to the development of colonial resources 
and the upbuilding of the colonies, so that 
the natives themselves have lx*en lienefited. 
The British in these respects have been com­ 
pared to the ancient Romans, in their periods 
of strong but on the whole lienevolcnt over­ 
lordship. 
There is no present evidence that overlords 
of tho Nazi type will, or can, do this sort of 
thing, either with savages or with their high­ 
ly civilized neighbors in Europe.

beautify St. Jo se p h s as one of the first acts til the Rev. John P. McCaffrey, who became pastor a little m ore than a year ago. 
Several 
months w ere required for the work, and the result has been adm ired by thousands. 
The tipi ie r photo shows the church a s it appears today, qu ite in contrast to the interior shown in the low er photo, which was taken 
alMuit ISS., during the (wiMotutc of the parish founder, the late Rev. Jam es J. Dougherty. W ith the exception of the four walls and galleries, 
all hut the m arble a lta r table shown in the lower photo has been replaced. Gone are the gas lighting fixtures, the soh' means of illum ina­ 
tion; th*' wooden communion rail many years ago was replaced by a beautiful onyx and brass rail; gone arc the statues on the up|K'r front 
wall; the (tainting ot th*’ Crucifixion was taken down only recently, and iii its stead is a Celtic cross. 
Down through tho years, the interior of St. Joseph's has changed in on*' or more respects with each succeeding pastor. 
Several times 
it has been redecorated, the last preceding job bing down in about 1916, but it was not until 1940 thai the w ork was done w ith complete 
thoroughness

Ithaca, N. Y. May 7—An esti­ 
mated 70,000 farmers will enroll 
in this year's agriculture conserva­ 
tion program in New York state, 
or an increase of 15,000 as com­ 
pared with the sign-up last year. 
reports Don J. Wickham, head 
field officer of the program in the 
state. The total in 1939 was about j ] 
57.000. 
Signers as of April 27 were 51,- 
367 as compared with nearly 30,- 
000 a >ear ago. he says. Enroll­ 
ments are underway in the state's 
56 agricultural counties, and the 
deadline set for enrollment in the 
program is June I. 
• 
The expected increase this year 
and the large enrollment is said to 
be due mainly lo the fact that 
the program better meets the , 
needs of New York farmers. Wick­ 
ham says it emphasizes conserva­ 
tion, and encourages sound agri­ 
cultural practices. 
One example of*this, he says, is || 
the provision for applying lime 
and superphosphate in preparation 
for legume seeding and for past- i 
uro and hayland improvement. He | 
adds tHat this has always been a 
prime need of New York farmers 
and the program was adjusted to 
meet it. Most New York soils arc 
deficient in phosphorus and lime. ! 
Several hundred farmers, who 
otherwise could not afford to buy 
lime, obtain it now’ instead of con­ 
servation payments that they will 
earn. 
As a result, the amount of 
lime used in the state shows an 
increase 
Orders have been plac­ 
ed since January I for 100,350 tons 
of lime, which, combined with 
65,600 tons ordered in December 
for the 1940 program, gives a total 
of 165,950 tons to date. 
In 1935, only ahout 94.000 tons 
were used on farmlands in the 
state, hut the amount has Increas­ 
ed steadily year alter year Wick­ 
ham says. 
ii 
Reforestation is another practice )| 
that is expected to be popular this 
year. hut no figures are available 
yet on the number of trees to be 
set, or on other conservation prac­ 
tices. 
Probably about 75 per cent of 
the state's farmland will come un­ 
der conservation provisions this 
year, Wickham estimates.

Stocking salesgirls from Maine 
to California are getting set for a 
Klondike rush May 15, when ny­ 
lon hosiery—first serious contend­ 
er to the supremacy of silk—goes 
on general sale. 
First reason for the expected 
dash to their counters is that wo­ 
men, who have been wearing in­ 
creasingly sheerer hose in the 
last few years have been com­ 
plaining that their stockings gave 
them too many runs for their 
money and arc ready to try some­ 
thing else. 
Next reason is that only 100,000 
dozen pairs of nylon stockings 
will be available when the stock­ 
ings go on sale. This is less than 
one days 
supply of 
full-fash­ 
ioned silk stockings. 
(Last year 
the industry shipped more than 
43,OOI),OOO dozen pairs of full- 
fashioned silk stockings, an aver­ 
age of about 137,000 dozen pairs 
a week day.) 
They'll be Scarce 
The scarcity of nylon stockings 
bids fair to continue for a while, 
too, due to mechanical problems 
of developing the yarn. Earl Con­ 
stantine. president of the Nation­ 
al Association of Hosiery Manu­ 
facturers, says that from June un­ 
til the end of 1941 the ratios of 
Womens stockings sold will lie 
approximately 90 per cent silk 
and IO per cent nylon. 
What is this challenger to the 
silk worms product which has 
aroused such widespread inter­ 
est? 
Its a man-made fiber. 
How do stockings made of it 
look? 
As sheer as those made of silk, 
most women who have seen them 
agree. 
How do they wear? 
"At least as long as other high- 
quality h o s i e r y of 
the same 
weight," conservatively states the 
company which

yarn. "Twice as long as silk,” de­
